After Long Entombment 
In Church Cornerstone 


Circumstances which may, or may 
not, have a bearing on the controversv 


over the now famous horned toad of 
Eastland, Texas, which survived en- 
tombment in a cornerstone for 31 
years, were brought to light in Atlan- 
ta Wednesday when workmen demol- 
ishing the old Central avenue Metho- 
dist church, colored, Hunter _ street 
and Central avenue, tore away the 
cornerstone. 

Two coins, a Bible and a number 
of papers were found. Moisture and 
air seeping through the cornerstone 
had corroded the coins to considerable 


extent and had reduced the papers 


almost to.pulp. 

Sixty-three years of seclusion in 
the stane had decomposed the papers 
fo such an extent that the printing 
was not decipherable. One of the 
coins was a Mexican dollar, minted 
in 1847, and the other was a gold 
dollar, minte in 1852. The coirs 
were presented to Dr. W. J. Auten. 
county physician, who attended sckoc! 
and Sunday school in the old build- 
ing when it was used by a white con- 
gregation. 

The stone was inscribed, “Erected 
A. D., 1865—W. N. Parkins, archi- 
tect.”

TO REACH THE “FENCE.” 

In a recent issue of The Consti- 
tution the report of a special com- 
mittee of the national crime com- 
mission, appointed to study the 
problem of the criminal fence, was 
reviewed, and its recommendations 
for a federal law to reach this par- 
ticular class of criminals was heart- 
ily indorsed. The transportation of 
stolen goods from one state to an- 
other comes under the realm of 
jinter-state commerce, hence it is 
pecessary to enact a federal law to 
reach the consignors as well as the 
consignees who may be acting as 
fences for such thieves. It will 
astound the average person to real- 
ize the tremendous volume of such 
crimes, and the stupendous gross 
values of such stolen merchandise 
lin the course of a year. 

The national crime. commission, 
therefore, is vigorously urging the 
passage of a bill introduced by Con- 
gressman LaGuardia, of New York. 
The measure was prepared by 
United States District Attorney Tut- 
tle at the request of the commis- 
sion, following the study and sur- 
vey, in which the United States at- 
torney general, judges, prosecuting 
attorneys and business men partici- 
pated. 

In a great majority of cases goods 
are stolen in one State, sold to a 
fence in another state who, in turn, 
Sells them to innocent buyers in 
several other states. It has devel- 
oped into an organized criminal sys- 
tem. It is necessary, therefore, to 
gather evidence and summon wit- 
nesses from a number of states in 
order to make a complete case. 
.Prosecuting attorneys of the dif- 
ferent states and cities have found 
it practically impossible to gather 
‘enough evidence in their own states 
‘to secure convictions. This has 
given the criminal fence practical 
|immunity, and has accordingly been 
| responsible for heayy increases in 
‘this particular branch of crime. 
| The judiciary committee of the 
house of representatives has set 
April 3-4 for a hearing on the 
measure. It is hoped the bill will 
receive a unanimously favorable re- 
port and that it may be enacted at 
this session of congress. In no way 
does it infringe upon states’ rights, 
‘but broadens them by making it 
possible for state officials to ac- 
itually reach the “higher-ups” in 
‘such a criminal system.

There 
are plenty of non-bolshevik savants, 
who did. not hide their opposition to 
communism and who collaborate just 
the same in research, Several of 
these scientists have been out of Rus- 


sia, delegates to congresses and sci- 
entific gatherings, and Professor Kin- 
stein, who met a member of them, pani 
struck by the fact that none of these!

BREAK AGAIN HT) 


Washington, March 7.—()---Fire 
of a senatorial subcommittee, aided 
by two southern house members, was 
trained today on the sensational 
break in the cotton market last Sep- 
tember following the publication of a 
department of agriculture bulletin 
dealing with price trends. 

A resolution of Senator Smith. dem- 
ocrat, South Carolina, the subcom- 
mittee chairman, providing for in- 
quiry into possible market manipula- 
tion operations despite the cotton fu- 
tures control act, afforded the oppor- 
tunity and Arthur W. Palmer. chief 
of the cotton marketing division of 
the bureau of agricultural economics 
was the only witness heard: 


Palmer made guarded answers fo 
Senators Smith, Heflin, Alabama, and 
Representatives Rankin, Mississippi, 
and Vinson, Georgia, who sat with the 
senators, but finally made it plain that 
his division had done no more than 
furnish a record of day to day cotton 
prices to other agencies of the bu- 
rean Which compiled the challenged 
statement. 


Vinson and Rankin .asserted that 
the direct efféct of the price state- 
ment was a $7 break in cotton prices 
on the day it reached the market, and 
an ultimate slump of : 

“In view of the fact that the pre- 
diction was made Ly your bureau that 
prices would go down, the committee 
would like to know on what facts that 
prediction was based,” Senator Smith 
told Palmer. 

Palmer refused to be drawn into 
discussion of his ability to judge cot- 
ton, declining to examine for classifi- 
eation samples produced before com- 
mittee as taken from a 200,000-bale 
cotton cencentration in New York 
alleged to play a part in market 
manipulations.

Cataracts. 
F wants to know why so many 
healthy, elderly people have cataracts, 
and are they considered curable? 


I'll give you a resume, F., of what 
a standard book on the eyes says of 
cataract. 

Cataract is any clouding of the eye 
lens or of its capsule or both. There 
are tavo main types: primary and sec- 
ondary. These are subdivided into 
hard and soft, fluid, complete, par- 
tial, ete. 


According to the causes, cataracts 
are: 1, congenital, due to faulty de- 
velopment or to pre-natal inflamma- 
tion of the eye; 2, senile (this is the 
most common form); 3, hereditary; 4, 
cataract due to general diseases—dlia- 
betes anil-nepbritis are the most com- 
mon; 5, occupation—glass blowers 
and others exposed to great heat; 6, 
injury; 7, other eye diseases, such as 
ulcers. 

The senile type, the most frequent 
form of cataract, usually comes after 
the 50th year. 
are affected, but usually one eve im 
advance of the other. Senile cataract 
is not normal, but is always a dis- 
eased process, age being but a pre- 
disposing factor. 

reatments: I have seen some- 
thing in a recent medical journal on 
the treatment of cataract by injec- 
tions of certain substances which may 
cause them te become dissolved, but 
this is still more or less in the experi- 
mental stage. You might ask your 
eye specialist ‘about this. 

The. treatment in most cases 
operative. The lens is removed from 
the eye. The most favorable time for 
removal is when the lens is completely 
opaque, or, as the common tern bas 
it, when it is ripe. If it is removed 
before this time, it .is difficult to re- 
move wholly, and the results are not 
satisfactory. Sometimes an _  after- 
cataract develops, necessitating an- 
other operation. Only one cataract 
is removed at a time. After the al- 
straction of the cataract, the patient, 
has to wear special glasses which take 
the plaice of the lens. A favorahle re-

Cooking the white of” the sege until 
it is jelly-like, such as in coddled ezgs, 
apparently renders it More digestible. 
Rose and MeLeod found that if the 
raw white of an egg is beaten, it is 
well digested. | 

There are some people who are 
sensitized to eggs, especially the egg 
white; that is, they have what is 
known as an idiosyncrasy to them— 
they seem not only to be indigestible 
but will brie: out unfavorable 
symptoms. 

If you find that. the eggs taken raw 
seent tu agree with you. B., then they 
probably are all right for you. It is 
an individual question.

Miami city authorities recently re- 
fused Condit permission to eharge ad- 
mission to see his projectile, blasting 
one hope he had of raising funds to 
complete it. 

“Condit started on a trip to Venus 
and not to open a side show, and I 
suggest that he f _fgow his original

plan,” John Levi, ‘qtsaident of the 
council, said in refusing the appli- 
cation for a license. 

Condit, will use three methods of 
motive power to reach,Venus. He 
will Jedve the earth by the power of 
an explosive composed mainly of | 
zinc, sodiuni, ethy} iodide and perox- 
ide. ‘This explosive, Condit claims, 
will shoot him out of the attraction 
of ‘the earth’s gravity, and he will 
thén steer into one of the numerous 
meteor orbits. 

Once adjusting himself to the at- 
traction of the meteor, he hopes to 
be taken by it to within range of 
Venus, where he will drop to the 
planet with a parachute. 

Because he will utilize a meteor 
orbit in going to Venus, Condit said 
he wishes to avoid the meteor stream 
when it is crowded, as it will be be- 
tween March 10 and the early part 
of August. 

The young inventor was reluctant 
as usual today about. discussing his 
plans. 

“T haven't asked for any publicity 
and I don’t like it,” he said modestly. 
“IT am constantly being misquoted. 
For all you know, I may already. have 
sent off a projectile.” 

Condit promised, however, to make 
an official statement Friday, the day 
before the present meteor cycle ends.

You remember the “Bird Woman” in “Freckles?” There’s a bird 
woman in this story, too. We have never had the pleasure of meeting 
Mrs. Louise Gamble, of Louisville, but she must be something like the 
She finds an old golf course all grown up to weeds with 
Neglect and Abandon playing a twosome among the ruins. 


She sees a new golf course come out of the ruins under 
the guiding hand of Pat O’Hara, who taught the gray-haired 
fathers of our best golfers to play their first shots. She is out 
there every day with a rake tinkering around the clubhouse 
and grounds just because she loves this trapped and bunkered 
offspring of her vision. 


If you drive along the Augusta-Louisville highway just a little way 
from the village you will see a pine-skirted road leading off to the left 
into a wilderness of pines and cedars. If you follow this road you will 
wind around through a woods road to a rustic picnic house wherein 
there is a rustic table and chairs. 


If someone tells you that you are in the midst of a golf 
course you will find your way through the trees to the first 
tee. There you take your sand from a rustic tee box, shoot 
through a lane in the trees from a rustic tee and walk down a 
fairway lined with natural , forest.

Rubber shares were weak again to- 


day> United States Rubber pre- 
ferred, which has paid $8 regularly 
through all of the ups and dewns of 
the past quarter of a century al- 
though the stock is non-cumulative, 
opened this wang yy S3 against last 
night’s closing of 90, this year’s high 
of 109 3-8 and -the 1927 high of 
111 3-8. The company’s annual re- 
te is expected in the near future. 
his statement is. not expected to 
make a good showing and the rubber 
situation this year because of collapse 
in rubber prices is not as satisfactory 
asin 1927. Rubber shares have been 
declining steadily for the past few 
weeks or ever since it became known 
that England is getting ready to ad- 
mit that its plan for artificially con- 
trolling the rubber market through the 
Stevenson law has broken down. 

Rock Island directors made good 
the prediction that the dividend would 
be increased from $5 to $6. Likewise 
Pere Marquette directors confirmed 
the rumors that an extra $2 dividen: 
would be declared. in addition to the 
regular quarterly of $1.50. Testifying 
before the senate brokers’ loan com- 
mittee Professor Sprague, of Har- 
vard, said he did not fear speculation 
in securities as much as speculation 
in land or commodities.

Regarding the widespread rumor of 
a $600,000, merger of Baldwin, 
Westinghouse Electric, Westinghouse 
Air Brake, American Steel Foundries, 
Standard Steel Car, the best informa- 
tion available is that plans are being 
considered to bring about a sort of 
companionate marriage without 
church or legal services to take care 
of Baldwin and other high-priced off- 
spring of the Cutten-Fisher interests 
which have used enormous stock mar- 
ket profits of recent years to acquire 
large stock holdings. After buying 
Baldwin up to 265 3-8, the high price 
of last September, these interests suc- 
ceeded in forcing the election of rep- 
rese atives on the Baldwin rd. 

In its new plant Baldwin has ex- 
cess facilities which might be employed 
to advantage by some sort of work- 
ing agreement with the other com- 
panies named. Wall street doubts, how- 
ever, whether there will be any ac- 
tual merger. It is possible that in- 
vestment trust certificates might be 
offered to the public. 

International Harvester earned a 
surplus for dividends last year of 
$23,359,000, which is equal to $17.50 
a share on the 1,059.000 outstanding 
shares against the $22,658,000 earned 
for 1926, which was equal to $18.10 
a share on the 998,000 shares then 
outstanding.

BREAK WITHITALY 
OVER FOR AUSTRIA 


Vienna, March 7.—()—<Austria is 
desirous of regarding the recent contro- 
versy with Premier Mussolini of Italy 
over the treatment of German-speak- 
ing residents of south Tyrol, now an 
Italian province, as a closed incident. 

The foreign relations committee of 
the Austrian parliament met today and 
came to this conclusion. 


Although the members Senerde en- 
tirely with the terms of Mussolini’s 
recent speech denouncing the alleged 
interference of Austria in purely Itali- 
an affairs, neither Chancellor Seipel, 
nor any of the deputies will attempt to 
rebuke the Italian premier. They pre- 
fer harmony and peace to further con- 
flict, which would, they fear, only 
prolong the tension and possibly bring 
about reprisals against the Tyrolese. 

It is understood that the chancellor 
was able to satisfy the Tyrolese depu- 
ties, who had made charges against 
the Italian administration, that he 
and his government had gone as far 
with Italy as they could, with prud- 
ence and without risking an open | 
rupture, 

These deputies are represented as | 
convinced that the Austrian govern- 
ment has gained at least one of its 
principal aims—to publish to the 
world some of the disabilities and 
hardships under which their brethren 
across the frontier are laboring. 

With this gesture of peace and good 
will Chancellor Seipel expects that | 
Premier Mussolini will send back to 
Vienna the Italian minister, Signor 
Auriti, who went to Rome to discuss 
the situation with the premier. 


MORNING WALKING 
BOOSTED AS CURE 
FOR WEAK HEARTS 


New Orleans, March 7.—(4)—Prop- 
er control of the mental and physica] 
activities of sufferers from heart dis- 
ease is as important in the field 
of cardiology as organic therapy car- 
ried through administration of drugs, 
Dr. Louis Faugeres Bishop, of New 
York, declared in addressing the 
American College of Physicians here 
today. 

“My favorite prescription. to heart 
sufferers,” Dr. Bish op said, “is that 
they walk out of doors before noon | 
daily and continue up to the point 
of fairly definite physical fatigue. The 
principle that exercise should be taken 
before the work of the day and not 
after it is an important one.” 

Tularemia, or deer fly fever, was 
described by Dr. Walter M. Simpson, 
of Dayton, Ohio, as an “all-American 
disease.”

Washington, March 7 —eTases | 
and unemployment. became _ inter- 
twined today in senate debate with 
Chairman Smoot of the finance com- 
mittee expressing “hope” for a tax 
revision bill at this session and deny- 
ing that there is any unusual unem- 


ployment in the country, as has been 
asserted on the democratic side of the 
chamber. ~ 

Sméoct’s statement about 
brought insistent demands from 
democrats to know when the couni:y 
would know whether there is to be 
tax reduction. The veteran Utah sen- 
ator guessed at March 15, when the 
first tax returns are received, and 
predicted that revenues’ this year 
would be from nine to ten per cent 
lower than those of last year. 

“I suppose that is due to the pros- 
perity about which the senator has 

en talking,” said Senator Harrison, 
democrat, Mississippi, referring to a 
prepared statement the Utah senator 
had read, denying unusual unemploy- 
ment and asserting that wages were 
higher here than in any other country 
on earth. 

Tax reduction will be controlled 
largely by congressional appropria- 
tions, Smoot said, pointing out that 
there now are demands for great sums 
for flood control, Boulder Canyon dam, 
the St. Lawrence waterway and va- 
rious reclamation projects. 

The debate over unemployment wax- 
ed warm after the flurry over taxes 
with several senators joining in. Sen- 
ator Walsh, democrat, Massachusetts, 
charged that labor department statis- 
tics on unemployment never were ac- 
curate and said any legislation for the 
: benefit of a building program or flood 
control would furnish new. fields of 
‘employnrent for those now out of 
work. 

Replying to * Senator Watson, re- 
publican, Indiana, the Massachusetts 
senator declared the protective tariff 
system “was the greatest reason for 
monopolies in America.” 

“The truth is that business is de- 
pressed and the administration knows 
it,’ Walsh said. “The people soon 
will realize the difference between a 
party of true-democracy and a party 
which is controlled by the monied pow- 
ers of the country.” 

Adverting to Smoot’s speech about 
prosperity, Senator Hafrison said that 

“if all this prosperity is here, this 
administration is derélict in its duty 
to the taxpayers of the country. 

“With $50,000,000 piled up in the 
treasury they refuse to report out 
the tax reduction bill,” he said, add- 
ing that the republicans had promised 
immediate tax relief, but that they 
had failed to keep that promise and 
had. blocked every move by the dem- 
ocrats to get action on such relief 
legislation.
